Atlantic City, N. J., June G.—Several 


hundred thousand retail merchants 
would be better off if they.were brick- 
layers and plasterers, Roger W. Bab- 
son told the Convention of the Asso- 
ciated Advertising Clubs of the World 
today. 
"There are one million five 


hundred thousand retailers in the 
United States today," he said, "and one 
hundred thousand of them are doing a 
profitable business, and four hundred 
thousand more are doing a fair busi- 
ness, but a million of these retailers are 
merely struggling along. A large pro- 
portion operate at a loss, those who 
are not operating at a-loss are merely 


getting day wages, and small day 
wages at that, yet the retailers of the 
country bear the same relation to the 
country's industries as the common 
soldiers bear to an army.

A big controversy is on in the United Slates Navy over the 


.alternative of ships or planes. One faction wants to stake the 
fortunes of future war boldly on the performance and prom- 
ise of aviation. The other wants to stick to battleships, armor- 
ed cruisers and submarines. 


The latter faction is said to be winning. The naval board 


is expected to submit recommendations that Congress provide 
money for new warships, ^especially of the cruiser and sub- 
marine classes. The idea is to go as far as is permitted by the 


^ 5-5-3 ratio of the arms limitation treaty, and "to hold to the 


tried until the untried is proved." The majority of naval 
strategists do not consider it proved yet that bombing planes 
have any advantage over battleships. 


it would be surprising if the naval board decided in any 


other way. Army and navy officers are traditionally conserva- 
tive and opposed to innovation. Most of the taxpayers, how- 
ever, will hope that in future armament .the battle planes will 
be given at least a fair show in plans and appropriations. 
As Assistant Secretary Roosevelt say? of this controversy, 
"either group, if given free rein, would ruin the service."

It is not impossible that in the next 
war, the battleships will have'to hide in a harbor with a roof 
over it.

Duncan, In the latest -bulletin ofi the 
state-board of health, expresses doubt 
if the law passed by the last legisla- 
ture, empowering towns without doc- 
tors to -employ 
physicians, will do 


much to meet the need for qualified 
•medical practitioners In rural commu- 
nities. 


A recent survey shows that there 


are 90 New. Hampshire towns without 
resident physicians and two of these, 
Hooksett and Northfleld, In Merrimack 
county, have populations -exceeding 
1,500. I^andaff, with 1,473 people, and 
Bedford, with a population of 1,118 are 
also without doctors. There are, In all, 
41,000 Inhabitants in these doctorl-ess 
towns, but some of th«m are well 
served by physicians living in nearby 
cities. 


The population of New Hampshire, 


according to the last census, is 443,- 
083 and the state has 71« doctors. 


Doctor Duncan thinks that some- 


thing might be done to help in a sit-
